watch with considerable interest for 
results to come from the expedition of 
Dr. • Frank Boas, the eminent ethnolo- 
gist of. the. American Museum of Nat- 
ural History,'iu search of evidence that 
the American Indian came originally 
from Asia and Was of Mongolian stock. 
Dr. Boas has gone to British Columbia 
and Alaska, where the Indian blood-that 
is left is purest and where, presumably, 
the Mongolian connection, is most ap- 
parent in the natural condition of the 
primitive tribes, if it is to be iound at 
all. The passage of the red men across 
the Behring straits from northwestern 
Asia, and so down into the great con- 
tinent of America; has always been 
rather a favorite notion in the scientific 
ininc'l, and while there is sometimes a 
striking facial resemblance between 
individuals of the Pacific coast tribes 
and individuals of the Chinese and Tar- 
tar nations, there seems little real evi- 
dence to sustain the scientific hypothe- 
sis beyond the admitted fact that pas- 
sage between the continents of Asia 
and North America across the straits 
would be easy by even the most primi- 
tive means of water travel. 
Then, 


the Chinese have been navigators since 
they were first known to the people of 
Europe, and might well have crossed 
the Pacific at its narrowest part, or 
even stray junks might have been car- 
ried across by stress of weather in pre- 
historic, as they have been known to 
be carried in historic times. But the 
Chinese, the Mongolians, arc of a race 
which does not readily lose racial char- 
acteristics. These peoples have con- 
structive and intricate language, where- 
as the tongues of the Indians are of the 
most primitive kind, and if they are 
really Mongolians they present 
the 


strange spectacle of a race which has 
not only lost its original speech and its 
original customs and traditions, but 
each little group of which, forming a 
separate tribe, has built for itself a new 
speech made of sounds in imitation of 
the cries of animals, to which arbitrary 
meanings have been attached, each 
tribe creating for itself new customs 
and new traditions growing out of its 
own immediate enviroment. 


The American Indian certainly had 


no more tradition of Mongolian origin 
than of origin in the lost continent of 
Atlantis, the hills and rivers and lakes 
immediately suiwunciing him making 
his world, and the stories handed down 
in particular tribes of migration from 
a land to the westward might mean 
that the tribes came from places ten 
miles or 10,000 miles ia that direction. 
Some of the tribes, notably theNatchez, 
had traditions of both eastward and 
westward tribal movements, and, al- 
though little is known of this particular 
tribe, exterminated very early in the 
history of white occupation of the con- 
tinent, it is known that it differed in 
language, appearance and habits from 
the tribes surrounding it. Again, the 
Indians dwelling on the islands in the 
Santa Barbara channel, also perishing 
early, arc known to have been a su- 
perior race to that on the mainland 
from which the islanders were sepa- 
rated by less than 30 miles of water, 


rongcr, of little color, more intelli- 
nt and less sullen. 
This strong and strange distinction 
ctween tribes dwelling side by side 
B the American continent was not at 
1 unusual, seeming to indicate rather 
le progressive development of a race 
li generis than the varying decline of 
race fallen from another and a cliffer- 
nt civilization. The Iroqnois and the 
reeks achieved confederacy and civil 
overnment, while Indians all about 
'hem were savage, and the Afctecs and 
le Peruvians were ns civilized along 
ifferent lines as the Europeans of 
heir day. It is not, indeed, an extrav- 
gant supposition that if the discovery 
f America had been delayed 500 years 
Vmericans would have discovered Eu- 
ope—although there .is against it the 
ction of that great law which seems 
o impel race movement toward the 
west. 
The same law runs, also, 


gainst the theory that the Indians 
were a wave of Mongolians moving east- 
vard in search, of new homes. 
The 


imitation of the scientist lies in this, 
:hat, because Asia was the cradle of our 
own race, we conceive it to have been 
the cradle of every other.

trip into a land where furs and fur 
clothing are a. necessary part of ones 
camping kit. Lately, however, men 
who have travelled through the country 
have brought baok such promising re- 
ports that prospectors have been in- 
duced to pour in with the hope of 
striking it rich.

As to what the 
country can produce iu the way of 
" yellow metal," the recent discoveries 
in the Klondyke are sufficient evidence 
to convince the most skeptical of 
non-believers. The Klondyke is per- 
haps the richest bonanza country ever 
discovered, but leaving it even out of 
consideration, the Cook's Inletcountry, 
whioh created such a stir last season, is 
rich enough to satisfy most persons. 
The trouble here is that it requires 
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capital to make a success and most of 
the prospectors who rushed in last 
year were not of the moneyed class, 
and consequently went broke.

far, little quartz mining has been un- 
dertaken in Alaska, with the exception 
of the country in the vicinity of the 
famous Tread well mine at Jnneau- 
Here, however, is located one of the 
largest quartz mines in the country 
and for many years the mill with ita 
one hundred and twenty stamps was 
the largest in the world. Tho ore is of

[Extracts from a speech delivered by 


Congressman Newlands of Nevada in 
the House of Representatives.] 
[From the Congressional Record of July 21.] 


The House being in Committee of the 


Whole on the State of the Union, and havine 
under consideration the bill (H. K. 879) to 
provide revenue for the Government and to 
encourage the industries of the United 
States- 


Mr. Newlands said: 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 


Committee:—I propose to discuss this 
question from the standpoint of a 
Silver party man, a member of that 
large organization of silver protection' 
ists who in the last campaign formed 
an alliance with the Democracy and 
the Populists in the support of Mr. 
Bryan for the Presidency, an alliance 
which still exists, and which will con- 
tinue, and will eventually result in an 
amalgamation of the allied forces into 
one strong party, with bimetallism as 
the dominating issue, all other ques 
tions being subordinated to it, and the 
largest independence of action and 
variance of view upon other questions 
being permitted. 


The question now arises upon this 


bill, What shall be the action of those 
allied forces ? Shall they endeavor to 
combine in opposition to this bill, or 
shall they exercise liberty of con- 
science and independence of action ac- 
cording to their convictions with refer- 
ence to this economic question ? They 
are divided into free traders, those 
who are in favor of a tariff for revenue 
only, those who are in favor of moder- 
ate protection, and those who favor a 
thoroughly protective policy, 
They 


have it in their power in the other 
House by a union of action to obstruct 
this bill, and they probably have it in 
their power to defeat it, 


On the other hand, the action of a 


few men belonging to the allied force 
in the other House will result in the 
passage of this bill and the elimination 
of the tariff as a disturbing element In 
the future consideration of the bi 
metallic question. So far as I am con 
corned, I am free to say, protections 
though I am, that I would not hesitat 
a moment, if I felt I could advance th 
cause of bimetallism, to put the knif 
into this bill, to obstruct and defeat it 
But I do not believe that this is the 
time or the opportunity for favorable 
results from any obstructive policy. 


I believe that at the last election the 


people of this country declared in 
favor of protection, whatever they may 
have declared upon other questions. 
I believe that if tbe Democratic party 
had accepted the challenge of tho Re- 
publican party and made the issue 
upon the tariff, they would have gone 
down in overwhelmning defeat. As it 
was, they ac ted wisely, announced a 
truce regarding the tariff, made the 
money question the dominant issue, 
and almost snatched victory from the 
most desperate conditions. 


I believe that the country has given 


the Republican party a contract for 
prosperity. 
They propose this as the 


sovereign remedy. 
Whether it will 


pared with gold. So that protection 
and the gold standard involve two con- 
flicting, contradictory forces, one oper- 
ating to sustain prices and the other 
having the inevitable effect of lower- 
ing them. 


If I could by my vote in this body or 


by my influence or voice aid in seour- 
ng the passage of a measure that would 
jive this country higher protection, 
adequate revenue and at the same time 
the free coinage of silver, no effort of 
mine would be spared now and to-day 
to secure that result. But I do not 
believe the temper of the country will 
stand the prolonged struggle which 
could alone bring about combined leg- 
islation. The country is in an experi- 
mental state. It has tried the repeal 
of the Sherman Act; it has tried the 
passage of the Wilson bill. It is now 
eager to accept the remedy proposed 
by the Republican party; and I believe 
in having the efficiency or inefficiency 


sell their products in the protected 
markets of the South and West, and 
have accumulated large profits which 
they have deposited with their banks 
and trust companies. 


They have loaned out these moneys 


to the South and the West, and so the 
New England and Middle States have 
gradually become not only the manu 
facturing States, but

States of the Union, as distinguished 
from the farming, the mining, and the 
debtor States of tho Union Now, 
what has caused the distress of these 
railroads? You observe that they aie 
confined to 
the 
cotton belt and 


the mining belt (which comprises 
aix States 
and three 
Territories, 


one-third of the area of the entire 
country), and the wheat belt. You 
must admit that the distress of the 
people there is caused by the low prices 
of their products. You may say that 
the prosperity of a raihoad does not 
depend on the prices of the products 
which it carrier; that its prices for 
freight and transportation are inexor- 
able, whatever may be the price of the 
products of its customer!. 


My answer is that while the effort of 


the railroads is to maintain an unvary- 
ing price for the service they render 
they necessarily fail in thtt effort. 
They must adapt themselves in some 
degree to the varying prices of the 
commodities produced by their patrons. 
But, in addition to that, a large portion 
of their prosperity depends upon 
transporting to their patrons the con- 
sumable goods from the factory and 
from the marts of commerce, and when 
the consuming capacity and the pur- 
chasing power of their patrons is gone 
they lose a large part of their revenue. 


THE MINING AND FABMING REGIONS. 
Now, so far as the mining region is 


concerned/ which embraces this large 
area, the reason of distress is apparent. 
The principal industry of those States 
in the mining industry. Silver mining 
is the basic industry of six States and 
three Territories, just as coal mining 
and iron mining are the basic indus- 
tries of Pennsylvania; and when the 
prices of their product weut down 
through the adverse legislation result-

with reference to money, the result of 
the Paris conference, and in reading 
the proceedings ot that body yon will 
find that the general impulse which 
animated the members of >t,,according . 
to the debate, was the desire to secure ' 
a universal money and u stable stand- 
ard of value. 
And without much con- 


sideration—without any consideiation 
of the qualitative theory of money—of 
the relation of the quantity of money 
to credits and values, they decided in 
favor of the gold standard because gold 
was a more beautiful metal, was more 
convenient to handle, and contained 
the greatest value in the smallest 
space. 


So in 1873 the United States, led by 


some occult influence which no one 
has been able to explain, being then 
upon a paper basic, without silver or 
gold—when its silver mines were open- 
ing up in their abundance, as if Provi- 
dence had presented a special benefac- 
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tion to aid us in tbe restoration of 
specie 
payments— inaugurated 
the 


crusade against silver and, in conjunc^ 
tiou with Germany, went upon th< 
gold standard. 


Now, there is a great difference o 


opiuiou aiuong the advocates of th< 
gold standard us to whether ornotgoli 
has appreciated. I shall not take up 
time in a lengthy discussion as to this 
But let me rend to you the predictio 
of Dr. Linderman at that time Direoto 
of the United States Mint, au advoeat 
of the gold standard, with reference to 
the effect thea apparent and which he 
said would bo moro apparent, in the 
fall of prices. On page 17 of Dr. Lin- 
derman's report for 1873, he Buys : 


"The countries adopting gold aa the 


sole measure of vulue have, as a neces- 
sary consequence, assigned a subsidiary 
position for silver. This system in- 
creases the use of gold as money and 
decreases that of silver for the same 
purpose, or, in other words, enhances 
the value of the ose and depreciates 
that of the other. While the demand 
for gold for coinage has materially in- 
creased, large quantities of silver 
hitherto in circulation aa standard 
money in Germany, Denmark, and 
Sweden and Norway, and constituting 
treasury and bank reserves in those 
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of that remedy demonstrated as quickly 


i due deliberation will permit. 


PERIOD OF DNBEST. 


I have said that I believe in combined 
rotection and silver legislation. Wo 
ave had a very serious condition of 
lings during the past three years—a 
eriod of unrest, dissatisfaction and 
istrust. Tbe cause for that was as 
igned by some to the incoming of a 
Jemocratic administration, and the 
ariff policy it inaugurated, by others 
o the repeal of the Sheiman act, by 
ithers to the lack of revenue and by 
ithers to the diminution of protective 
duties, But we find that the root of 
,his discontent was fixed in the soil 
ong prior to 1893. 


Now, the Republicans here who al- 


lude to the years from 1890 to 1893 as 
;he period of high water mark in the 
prosperity of this country must admit 
there were elements of unrest prior to 
that time, for how was it that after the 
passage of the McKinley bill, during 
this very period of high water pros- 
peiity in the New England and Middle 
States, the States of tbe west, the north- 
west and the Pacific Coast, States that 
had uniformly stood by the Republican 
partv ever since their organization, 
sloughed off from theRepublican party 
in 1892 and threw their support to Mr, 
Cleveland? 


There must have been a condition of 


unrest and of dissatisfaction. 
What, 


caused it? The lack of prosperity in 
the agricultural regions of this coun- 
try, the low prices of farm products. 
So that we have here a period of com- 
parative satisfaction and prosperity in 
the New England 
and tho Middle 


States, and a period of suffering, dis- 
satisfaction and unrest in the agricul- 
tural States. What is the explanation. 
My answer is that the legislation of 
this country upon the money question 
had caused the appreciation of gold 
and the diminution of the prices of 
products, and that tha dislocation 
between gold and silver caused by the 
demonetization of silver gave to the 
silver standard countries in competi- 
tion with our own an advantage in the 


ng in the gradual paralysis of the use 
of silver, general prostration ensued 
throughout that entire region.

COMBINED PKOTECTION AND SILVER LEG- 


ISLATION. 


I beleive in combined protection and 


silver legislation-. I believe that both 
are essential to the prosperity of the 
country. I believe that the alliance of 
protection and the gold trust involves 
a contradiction. 
Protection means a 


raise in prices, or, at all events, a sus- 
taining of prices by eliminating foreign 
competition. 
The gold trust means 


lowering prices, it means the apprecia- 
tion of gold and a diminution in the 
value of products and property as com 


that the price of the exportable surplus 
fixes the price of the whole.

BANKBtTPTOT OF BAILBOADS. 


Now, since 1893 what has been the

these roads was lost, and 44,000 miles 
of railroad went into the hands of re- 
ceivers within two or three years after

steadying this decline in wages which 
is now going on in New England and 
the Middle States but yon cannot by 
that act restore the consuming capac- 
ity or the purchasing power of tne 
southern, the western and tho mining 
States. 
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REMEMBER, 


of railroads in this country have gone 
into the hands of receivers. Some of 
them have gone out again through the 
process of "reorganization," so well 
known to Mr. Pierpont Morgan and his 
associates, but since 1898, 44,000 miles, 
nearly one-third -of the entire railroad 
mileage of the country, have gone into 
the hands of receivers.
